Palm Beach County 
Tax Roll Shows 4,763 
Home Exemptions 


Palm Beach county's first tax 
roll since the homestead exemp- 
tion law went into effect will show 
4,763 homesteads to be exempt 
from taxes, James M. Owens, Jr., 
county assessor, said Wednesday. 

With that number of applica- 
tions for exemption approved, only 
about three dozen were ` rejected 
for failure to meet, state law re- 
quirements, the assessor said. 
These have been certified to the 
clerk of the county commission, 
which group will hear any objec- | 
tions when acting as a board of 
equalization. 

‘The equalization work will start | 
next Wednesday, July 31, when the! 
tax books will be presented to the | 
county board by-the assessor. 

Mr. Owehs also announced tha 
he had received from State Comp 
troller J. M. Lee the list of proper- 
ties on which there are outstand- 
ing delinquent tax certificates. Un- | 
der new legislation these proper- | 
ties will be listed on the books and 
the valuations set up, but no taxes | 
will be extended against them. Mr. 
Owens said the list will aggregate 
about $6,000,000, or about one- 
third of the total roll | 

‘This amount, together with the} 
homestead properties removed 
from the active roll, will reduce 
the county tax roll from about | 
$20,000,000 to an estimated $12,- | 
000,000 to $13,000,000. }
